Continuation of 3. NOTE: The Applicants have submitted that Forbes' use of manifest file is not teaching automated discovery by the 
software as the dependencies list as recited is not provided as a manifest to the software, but entails discovery action by the software to 
obtain such dependency information. At a closer look of claim 1 for example, the limitation recited as 'components expose their 
dependencies to a cooperative interface' cannot establish an unequivocal requirement that the dependency information is achieved via 
automated discovery action by a specialized code execution so to inteactively expose such dependency, because the term 'expose' in 
conjunction with 'cooperative interface' only connotates that an interface is cooperative with the paradigm which receives such embedded 
definition inside a bundle and based thereupon (to obtain information so) to yield a list of dependencies. Besides, the relationship between 
the entities that define the dependencies; that send or receive that bundled information, that extract such information is not remotely laid 
out from the claim language. A clear scenario as to how and when this list is being operated upon so to extract proper information is to be 
Imparted in the claim because there is no teaching of software entities (and inter-relationship thereof) acting of the bundle as it stands. 
The argument against a manifest is therefore insufficient to overcome Forbes; and the claims will stand rejected and for not complicating 
the effect of an Appeal, the amendments will not be entered..
